Mr. Smith adds: Our efforts are paralyzed 
for want of proper remedies. We are short of 
lemons, rice, beei, tea, and in fact all kinds of

NEW ORLEANS, 
RECENT DEATHS. 

New Ontlzaxs, Aug. 21.—New cases, 107; 
deaths, forty. 

The death-list includes Gov. Pascal, M. Her- 
nandez, of San Lois Petosi, Mex., Col. Fred 
H. Strout, Maj, J. E. Austin, Walter Tarrant, 
Lewis A. Lucas, the lattcr at Bayou St. Louis. 

A Times reporter visited a number of phsi- 
cians with a view of learning the percentage of 
mortality from yellow fever among their pa- 
tients, and thus arrive at about the general per- 
centage of deaths throughout the city. 
According to the published reports of 
the Board of Health the deaths are 
about 36 per cent, whichis largely iu excess of 
the actual proportion. This is evident when it 
is shown that whereas all deaths are reported, 
as it is necessary to-do to get a certificate of 
burial, a large number of cases of fever actually 
in existence are not known tothe authorities, 
owing tothe failure of physicians to make re- 
ports, and again in cases where patients are 
without medical attention. The recent sudden 
increase ia the number of persons reported sick 
is chiefly due to the latter cause, brought 
about by the exertions of the Howard Associa- 
tion in ferreting out every case of fever, which 
otherwise would be known only to a ſew. Phy- 
sicians interviewed on the subject, while agrec- 
ing that the percentage of deaths, as appeared 
by the reports, was greater than really existed, 
yet they were reticeut, as the revealing of the 
secrets of their practice as to deaths under their 
treatment might be misconstrued by the public 
into incompetency. The actual percentage of 
mortality they, however, were unanimous in 
coucludipg, at the maximum, is not more than 
S per cent. 

FISH KILLED. 

In relation to the dead tish, supposed to be 
killed by carbolic acid, which literaliy cover the 
waters of the new basin from the head to Mag- 
noha bridge, the Mayor bas instructed Adminis- 
trator Diamond to employ six men, with skifls 
and seines, to gather the fish aud burn them 
with sulpbur at a point on the banks 
of the basin, away from any badi 
tatiov. The supply of lime being exhausted, 
operations iu this department are for the time 
beiag suspended. The lune. of which in all 
there will be ten car-loads, is to come from 
Cairo, and is transported free by the Jacksou 
Railway. Thus far only two loads have been 
received. The remainder is expected every 
moment, and when it does arrive the work of 
disinfecting the alleys and streets will ve im- 
medistelvw resumed. Iwentx-three deaths from 
yellow fever reported up to 6:20 p. m. to the 
Board oft Health. It is feared the mortuary 
report to-morrow will show au increase.

MEMPHIS. 
THE DISEASB GAINING. 

MemPpnis, Teun., Aug. 21.—Revorts from the 
various relief committees aud the Board of 
Health. up to noon, show that the hopes of an 
abatement yesterday were at least premature. 
Last night and this morning there was quite an 
increase in the number of vew cases, twenty-five 
being reported from5 o’clock in the after- 
noon yesterday to noon to-day. There is 
an increase in the death-rate, also. the How- 
ards alone reporting eight deaths, with reports 
of some visitors not in. Another feature devel- 
oped this morning is that no part of the city en- 
joys immunity from the plaguc, as the cases re- 
ported are located in different parts of the city, 
several being found on Linden street, in the 
southern part of the city. Relief is being re- 
ceived by the Citizens’ Committee daily, and 
many persons are this morning availing them- 
selves of the use of tents to get their families 
out of the city. 

DISCOURAGING. 

Mrurnts, Teno., Aug. 21.—The hopes enter- 

tained yesterday from the decrease in the uum- 


ber of new cases and deaths that the fever was 
abating were dispelled to-day by an increase of 
over 100 per cent, both in the number of deaths 
and new cases, there being twelve of the former 
aud fifty of the latter reported for the twenty- 
four Hours ending at 5 o’clock p. m. 

The work of caring for the sick is being 
bravely carried on by the relief orgapizations, 
and families are being removed to the country 
irom all parts of che city, and include a number 
of colored people. 

Aid continues te reach us from all parts of 
the country and is sadly needed. Destitution 
and suffering are increasing with the spread of 
the fever.

VICKSBURG. 

Vickspurs, Miss., Aug. 21.—It.is estimated 
that fifty new cases of fever have occurred the 
past twenty-four hours; twenty-four deaths, 
twenty-two of them from yellow fever.

JACKSON, MISS. 

JACKSON, Miss., Aug. 21.—The panic produced 
by the ycllow fever is unparalelled. People are 
fleeing from the pestilence in every directjpn. 
Jackson is almost deserted. Business of all 
kinds is suspended, and nothing is thought of 
except escape from the scourge. The situation 
is truly horrible. 

Tne following appeal from the Grand Secre- 
tary of the Grand Lodge of Masons speaks for 
jligolf: 

JaCxson, Aug. 21.—To the Masonic Fraternity 
of the United States and Canada; The Masons of 
Louisiana have sent unexpected and ansolicited 
contributions to their distressed brethren in Mis- 
sissippi.

LITTLE ROCK. 
VERY .HEALTUY. 

LittLe Rock, Ark., Aug. 21.— The President 
of the Boara of Health, Dr. Barrv, and other 
leading physicians, and Mayor Kimball, of Hot 
Springs, authorize a contradiction of the report 
that a case of yellow fever bad appeared at that 
place. 

The physicians assert that the fever could not 
prevail at this place owing to its surroubdings. 
The panic in this city over fever reports f 
Memphis is about subsided; though a strict 
quarantine is still enforced. Little Rock was 
never healthier than at the present time. 

The heat was veryswporessive aguin to-day, 
the thermometer reaching 95 deg. 

MISCELLANEOUS, 
CAIRO. 
Special Dispute to The Tribune. 

Carro, III., Aug. 21.—The Board of Health 
to-day modified the quarantine regulations so 
as to allow local passenger and freight trains 
on the New Orleans, St. Louis & Chicago 
north, Milan, Tenn., and trains on the Iron 
Mountain to enter Cairo, provided said com- 
panies agreed to certain guarantees and stipula- 
tions. Boats on the Onio and Mississippi 
Rivers north will also be allowed to land and 
transact business on conditions similar to those 
applying to the railroad. Ihis action does not 
meet with the approval of all, but it would ap- 
pear that thev feel that the commercial inter- 
ests of the place require a modification of the 
existing rigid regulations. 

NEAK WIIEELING, W. VA.

Sr. Louis, Mo., Aug. 21.—At the close of 
Change to-day President Barnes called the 
merchants together, aud stated that numerous 
telegrams had been received from Southern 
cities asking aid for the fever sufferers, and 
suggesting that the Exchauge take some action 
in the matter. A resolution was adopted that a 
subscription be taken at once, and that a gen- 
eral subscription be taken through committees 
appoiuted by the Mayor of the city. The money 
collected will be placed in the hauds of a Com- 
mittee of three, to be appointed by the Presideut 
of the Exchange, who, with the Mayor, shall dis- 
tribute the same. The Committee was at once 
appointed, also a committee of seven to solicit 
subscriptions on "Change.

THE SUFFERERS AND THEIR NEEDS. 
To the Editer of The Tribune. 
Curcaco, Aug. 21.—1 in the Associated 
Press dispatches of this mern a call upon the 
Masons of the country W. G. Paxton, 
Grand Commesder, and Chairman of the Keiict 
Committee at Vicksburg, Miss., for contnbu- 
tions for the relief of the sufferers there trom 
the yellow fever scourge, It would have been 
better if Mr. Paxton bad t&cluded all people in 
that call. The indicatioas now point to the 
severest aud most protgacted plague in the 
South that has perhaps oeturred in twenty-five 
years. Already the malady has fallen upon 
towns somewhat remote from the lines of 
travel. The facility with which the disease is 
Carried from voint to point, and the creat 
number of cases suddenly developed so early iu 
the season, has only one Orj;two parallels in the 
history of the disease. From its very inceptivo 
almort in New Orleans a steamboat could haru- 
ly leave that port without feaving its dead or 
dying at intervals along ts entire route. The 
itl-fated tow-boat Porter, Which carried two 
dead and two sick to Vieweburg nearly a month 
ago, is now lying in the Onio River below Gul- 
lip@tis. a real post- ho eserted by nearly all 
its surviving crew and re, with the Captain 
now down wita the malady.

Vicksburg in about five days, is an appailin 
evidence of the maliguitv of the plague, 
especially when it is remembered that 
the little city is composed of about 
one-half blacks, who generally escape, 
and that large numbers of whites who are liable 
to attack have been leaving the place for weeks, 
and hundreds of whom fled on the appearance 
of the first case originat there. With nearly 
three months belore relief can come in the shape 
of frosts, and while there are subjects for the 
ease to work upon, tbe situation is indeed 
painful to contemplate. There is nothing which 
could appeal so strongly to the generosity of 
people abroad. 

There is not much wealthin the South. The 
cities are poorer than people North conceive, 
and in calamities of this kind, while they are 
noted for their acts of kindness, it is utterly 
Impossible for them to raise the means neces- 
sary to even mitigate the Lortors of the plague. 
Nurses are the chiel want, and every ;atient 
ought to bave two who could devote their time 
to the case night and day without a moment’s 
absence,from the inception of the disease to its 
close by death or couvalescense. But often one 
nurse is expected to wait upon several patients, 
and from this cause alone is attributed a very 
great mortality in proportion to the cases. 

I see that two of the physicians have already 
been attacked—Dr. Balfour, the Health Officer, 
who was born and raised in the city, and Dr. 
Robbins, a native of that country, recently re- 
moved to the city from an adjoining town. This 
isalarge percent of the doctorsin so short a 
time. and is unfortunate in the extreme, as the 
services of all of them are in constant demand. 

But those inclined to contribute cannot 
go astray as to the point to which they 
micht send their donations. They would be ac- 
ceptable and do good at either of the afflicted 
localities. Nor do I beligye a dollar of the 
money would be misapproprtated. I am sure it 
would not at Vicksburg, if sent to Mayor R. 
Leary. or to W. G. Paxton, Chairman of the 
Relief Committee. I only hope the good peo- 
ple of Chicago will try and think of the situa- 
tion for a while, and will do what they consist- 
ently can in the way of aiding a plague-stricken 
laud.

THE RIO GRANDE. 
GOVERNMENT POLICY AS KEGARDS THE RIO 
GRANDE BORDER. 

Svecial Dispatch to The Tribune. 

WasuincTon, D. C., Aug. 21.—It is stated 
upon apparently good authority that the Ad- 
ministration has setticd upon the following 
policy as regards the Rio Grande border diflicul- 
ties with Mexico: 

Firet—Raiders are to be pursued with increased 
vigor when they retreat to Mexican soil, and pun- 
ished if caught. The troops engaged in these pur- 
suing sorties will be increased from time to time. 

Second—The commanding officer of the pursuing 
columns will not seek a conflict with the Mexican 
regular forces, out will not avoid one if saca forces 
interfere. He will, in the event of such opposi- 
tion, overcome it if possibile, and, after having ex- 
bausted all reasonable measures to accomplish the 
capture and punishment of marauders, return to 
the American bank of the river. 

Th'rd—Under no circumstances will the pur- 
suing forces be permitted to exceed these instruc- 
tions, and while on Mexican soil they will strictly 
coniine themelves to the single object of their 
expedition. The utmost care will be taken to give 
no offense or cause of complaint to the Mexican 
authorities or people that may follow from the 
faithful and circumspect execution of their duties. 

FourlhA—No offense c meant to the Mexican 
Government. the design of the United States being 
simply to punish depredations upon the rights, 
property. and lives of its citizens. 

Fifith—Nothing which may occur on the south 
bank of the Rio Grande as a result of the execu- 
tion of this policy will be accepted by the Admin- 
istration as an immediate cause of war between 
the countries, dut if the Mexican regular troons 
shall cross the river in retaliation for these meas- 
ures, a casus belli may be construed therefrom. 

This is said to be an outline of the instruc- 
tions to Gen. Ord. 

AN INTERVIEW WITH THE MEXICAN MINISTER— 
WHAT ZAMACONA TUINKS OF M’KENZIE’S 
RAIDS. 

From Our Oren Correspondent. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Mag. 17.—M. de Zama- 
cona, Mexican Minister to this country, has very 
decided opinions on the subject of the incur- 
sions of United States trpobs upon Mexican soil. 
“It is very dangerous,” said M. de Zamacona, 
„to give military officers such discretion as the 
military officers along the Rio Grande seem to 
have. Col. McKenzie is undoubtedly a brave, 
enthusiastic, and worthy soldier; Gen. Orda 
veteran and experienced General; but it is dan- 
gerous to intrust military oflicers with such 
power. They may be compared to a hard- 
mouthed horse: once started, they may go far- 
ther than one means.“ 

That, in substance, ts the way in which Diaz’s 
Minister here introduced a very interesting con- 
versation of an hour with the representative of 
Tue TRIBUNE on the suoject of the relations of 
Mexico to the United States, and of the situa- 
tion upon the Rio Grande border. M. de Zama- 
cona is, of course, au experienced diplomat, 
and, as such, Knows how io guard his tongue; 
but there was in his story so much of interest, 
and so manv things that are either new to the 
American public or have been forgotten by 
them, that I shail venture substantially to re- 
produce it, without, however, undertaking to 
use the Minister's exact language: 

M’KENZIB’S RAID CONFIRMED. 

Have you heard, Mr. Zamacoua, of the re- 
port that Col. McKenzie has again started 
across the Rio Grande border. with a considera- 
ble force and ten days’ rations, on the track of 
cattle-thieves‘”’ 

es.“ replied Diaz’s representative, I have 
heard of it. I yesterday received private dis- 
patches from the Kio Grande border, giving me 
information of the raid which is reported in the 
general press dispatches of this morning. I 
have seenin the American newspapers, since 
the latter part of July, reports that such a 
movement was contemplated, and I see, in a 
dispatch from Sau Antonio this morning, the 
statement that Col. Mchenzic has started on 
the track of thieves who have been commutting 
robberies within two days. I don’t know how 
to reconcile the reports which lor three weeks 
have been circulating as to this contemplated 
raid, with the announcement that the raid is 
made on fresh tratis, made within two days.“ 

A COLLISION WITH MEXICAN TROOPS POSSIBLE. 
„Do you anticipate any dauger from these 

movements!“ 

God knows, and God forbid that any trouble 
comes. But these movements are so frequent 
that they cannot help but prove irritating 
causes in Mexico, and may tend to cmbarrass, 
if not to altogether stop, vegotiations now 
being conducted between the Mexican Govern- 
ment aud that of the United States. These 
negotiations are not being managed here, but 
are beiug neld at the City of Mexico, through 
the medium of the Minister of the United 
States there and the Diaz Administration. And 
it may be safe to say here that it undoubtediy 
will seem to the Mexican Government that such 
movements as those of McKenzie should foliow 
an agrecment to that end, rather than precede 
it; and that the dbject of pending uegotiations 
is rather to prepare a basis for the mutual action 
of the forces of the two countries, in the inter- 
ests of good order, than to follow such an in- 
itiative as Col. McKenzie has so frequently 
taken. 

MEXICO DOES Nor CONSENT TO THESE RAIDS. 
From this guarded statement it is very casy 

to discover thatthe Mexican Minister here at 
least does not understand thatany arrangement 
has been made between the Mexican Govern- 
mentand our own which contemplates any 
entry of United States troops upon Mexican 
soil. The report at the time the Diaz Govern- 
ment was recognized, that United States troops 
would be vermitted to enter upon Mexican soil 
in pursuit of raiders, must be considered to 
have been unfounded. 

„Abd why,” continued M. de Zamacona, 
“should these movements take place! It is 
stated by the United States troops that, within 
the last year, the condition on tbe Kio Grande 
bas very much improved. Consular oflicers of 
the United States in that locality have so noti- 
fied the the State Department; and I. in turn, 
have been officially informed of that fact. it 
see therefore, curious that, when the con- 
dition of allairs is improving, troops should 
move upon Mexican soil. It can undoubtedly 
be truthfully said that, in the Lower Kio-tirandc 
country, where a year ago most of the troubie 
was, is now no trouble whatever.” 

FPAILUKE OF THE LERDISTS. 

“It has been reported, Mr. 

Preskient Hayes has said that he felt greatly 
anvoyed at the continued agitation of the Mex- 
ican and believed that it proceeded 
from agitators, and that there was no 
occasion for these ramors, as all official informa- 
tion indicatéd a peaceful condition of affairs 
aloug the border.“ 

* Peaceful the condition of affairs certainly is 
along the border, and improving every montn,“ 
said M. de Zamacona; but 1 don't tue

Lerdists have much to do with any agitation that | 


may be now making or attempted. They are 
thoroughly demoralized. I communicated to 
the State Devartment long ago the names of 
the leaders of the movement in Texas, and the 
facts connected with the shipments of arms and 
the like, obtained trom a conndential source. 
Since then the Lerdist movement has resulted 
in utter failure; their leader has beer captured; 
and what few followers Leruo may now have 
north of the Rio Grande, or south of it, I think 
are too discouraged and demoralized to con- 
template any new efforts on behalf of their 
falien leader.“ 

** Does it, then, seem to vou that any consider- 
able number of people in this country desire 
trouble with Mexico!” 

SENTIMENT OF THE UNITED STATES. 

“Certainly not. All the representative ele- 

ments of American society long for peace be- 
tween the United States and Mexigo. and it has 
been my purpose, ever since I cane to America, 
some vears avo, to cultivate friendly relations, 
aud to endeavor to bring the two countries to- 
gether upon the basis of friendly intercourse 
and of mutual commercial prosperity. These 
attempts have been largely successful. The in- 
terest in the increase of trade with Mexico, 
which began to revive in Eastern States a year 
ago, is rapidly extending through the West and 
South, and I now have invitations to meet with 
respectable commercial bodies of various cities 
in the West toexplain the position of Mexico 
upon this supvject. There is no reason why 
Evgland should control the markets of 
Mexico, when the United States is at 
our door. 1 have been told that cotton 
goods, which now come almost exclusively from 
London to our country, must necessaril¥ come 
from England because they are better and 
cheaper. 1 find here that the contrary is the 
truth; that better and cheaper cotton goods 
can be made in this country; and the proof of 
it is that they are being shipped in large quanti- 
ties from the United States 10 Enogiand. The 
same is true of agricultural machinery, of rail- 
road material, and of vast quantities of other 
goods which go to make up our foreign com- 
merce. 


MEXICO PREPARED FOR TUE CHICAGO INVA- 


SION. 

I was told that the agricultural implements 
of England were cheaper and better, and more, 
suitable to our untrained people tnan those of 
the United States. Accordingly, two years ago, 
I visited Eng land to investigate the subject. I 
found that the coutrary was also true as to that. 
On looking over the Engiish warehouses aud 
manulfactories, | found that the implements 
were more cumbersome, heavier, more expen- 
sive, and less adapted to our population, than 
those that are manufactured here. ‘The samc is 
true of many other products. 

All the conditions of commerce and indus- 
try, therefore, tend to establish more extended 
and amicabic relations between our Govcrument 
and your own. It ts pitiful, therefore, that any- 
thing should happen to check or prevent the 
rapid development of this friendly feeling. And 
itis tobe hoped thatsome things which we 
don’t really understand may not do it. 

have ſ recently written to the home Goy- 
eroment a long dispatch setting forth my opin- 
jon of the seutiment of the United States to- 
wards Mexico. My object was to disabuse some 
of our people of prejudices which they may have 
on account of the bord-r-line complications, and 
to showthem that the people of the United 
States are friendly and desire no hostile com- 
plications. I have revorted that all the substan- 
tial elements of American society favor peace, 
and that these who hold a contrary opinion 
could almost be counted on one's fingers. That 
dispatch, I am sure, cannot help but do good iu 
Mexico.“ 

ZAMACONA THINKS THE RAIDING STORIES ARE 
EXAGGERATED, AND PRODUCES SOME CURIOUS 
FIGURES. 

„But is it not true that there are a great 
many raids from Mexican territory into the 
United States!“ 

“The reports of raids from Mexico into the 
United States, you mav not know, are very 
greatly exaggerated. There was a Commission, 
with judicial powers, which sat here for a num- 
ber of years, of which, during the latter part of 
its life, | was a member,—the purpose of which 
was to adjudicate all claims of Mexican and 
United States citizens upon the Governments ot 
the two countries. That Commission had pow- 
er to award the money to be paid. Mr. Wads- 
worth was the American member, 1 was the 
Mexican member, and Sir Edward Thornton, 
the British Minister bere, was the umpire. That 
Commission had jurisdiction of all claims of 
American citizens upon the Mexican Govern- 
ment since the cession of Texas to the United 
States, from the time of the treaty of Guade- 
loupe-liidalgo. Its jurisdiction covered a 
period of. twenty years, from 1848 to 1568. 
jt was to be presumed that such an inducement 
as the Commission offered all persons having 
claims upon either Government would make 
them haste to present their cases. How many 
claims do you suppose were made and allowed!“ 

lam sure 1 can’t tell: I remember that 
the Robb Commission, appointed some years 
avo to visit the Rio Grande country, reported 
to the State Department claims against 

Mexico for cattie-stealing aggregating perhaps 

$11,000,000.” * 

‘* True, such a report was made; but, at the 
same time, the Mexican Government had a 
Commission going over the same territory, and 
covering a class of claims which the American 
Commission did not touch, nameiy: claims of 
Mexicans for losses occasioned by raids upon 
Mexican territory from Texas: and the reports 
of these two Commissions are entireiy antago- 
nistic. There is no basis of agreement between 
them, and it is impossible to come to apy truth 
as to them; bu: it would seem, accordirg to 
human nature, that all versous wo 
had claims during this period of twenty 
vears, during the latter portion of which 
Cortina was in the Rio Grande country, 
doivg bis work. would have presented them for 
payment. Iwill show you how many claims 
were made and paid, as I have kept a copy of 
the official report made tothe Mexican Govern- 
ment.“ 

‘Lhe Mexican Minister is a thorough Repulh- 
lican in principles and practice. He did not 
ring for a servant, but mounted the staircase of 
his dwélling with more ease and activity than 
many younger meu would have shown, and soon 
returned bringing an armful of officiai docu- 
ments. They proved tobe a report made in 
Evglish to the United States Senate by the 
American Commission, and a similar report in 
Spanish, in manuscript, made to the Mexican 
Government. There were two classes of claims, 
—one for cattle-stealing by Mexicans. the sec- 
ond for cattle-stealing by Indians. Ot the first 
class, twenty-four claims were made before the 
Commission, aggregating $4,700,000. Of thes, 
twenty were rejected and four paid,—the agre- 
gate sum paid being a triflle less than $100,000, 
Ot the claims for raids by Mexican Indians, 
there were only ten, of which nine were rejected 
bv the umpire, and one was allowed and paid, 
to the amount of $662 only. 

„That,“ said Zamacona, is the entire 
amount of claims which were filed and paid by 
that Commission, covering a period of twenty 
years. Ifthere were any claims during that 
period of twenty years, down to 1868, other 
than those presented, it is surprising that the 
joint tribunal of the two countries did not bear 
of them. It is admitted on all hands that the 
period of ten years which has elapsed since the 
date to which this tribuval adjudicated has been 
one of peaceful vears; that the border condi- 
tion has becu less disturbed; and that, particu- 
lariv in the last year, there have been few 
causes for complaint. You will see, therefure, 
that the storics of these raids have been greatly 
exaggerated.”’ 

MEXICO LONGS FOR PEACE. 

“ You hove, then, Mr. Minister, for a con- 
tinued peace between the two countries? 

“Certainly 1 do. I look for coutinued, fruit - 
ful, prospering peace; and I am sure that we 
shall have it, unless something which the Diaz 
Government does not desire shall happen to dis- 
turb the new commercial relations between the 
two countries. E. B. W.

I8v3, an allowance to the Proctors of 
805.434, on July 7, 1875, the Court de- 
creed to them $45,586, and on May 1, 
1873, $31,000. ‘lhe Fourth Auditor of the 
‘lreasury adjudicated all the matter relating to 
the naval prize. The Auditor adjudicates ali 
matters relating to the courts, but in neither of 
these offices are there,any receipts or state- 
ments showing bow the immense allowance was 
disposed of.

WHAT SAUK HAS.TO SAY FOR ITSELF. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 


n 52 s 
Saux County, Wis., Aug. 20.—A great deal 


is written from time te time appearing in Tug 
TRIBUNE which fails to do justice to a very im- 
portant element in the Second Congressional 
District of Wisconsin, namely: the 1,200 to 
1,500 Republican majority of Sauk County. 
This county never presented a candidate who 
succeeded in securing, the nomination at the 
hands of any convention. Six years ago we 
were attached to a new district (our present 
one), and now we are told that we cannot pre- 
seut a name that will give a ghost of a 
chance’’ of success; ‘that we have not yet a 
candidate who has the financial strength to go 
through a campaign successfully; and, further- 
more, that we have no claim anyhow, being 
attachea to this district only six years, and that 
the Democratic stronghold of Jefferson County 
cannot be successfully invaded by any one but 
their own candidate, 

At the outset I Will say that the Republicans 
of Sauk carried Mr. Casnell through both cam- 
paigns; that, while we bave no objection to 
Mr. Casnell as a man, we believe we have a 
right to insist on tte old-time precedent of a 
rotation in oflice, and., as authority for sacha 
claim, we reier to Mr. Casnell himself. No 
person in this district has so strenuously main- 
tained the poteucy of the two-term rule than 
himself. So devoted was he to the application 
of this rule that, lour Scars ago, when it became 
necessary to fill out the unexpired term of the 
Hon. B. J. Hopkins Geno died in office), Mr. 
Casnell held the Jeferson County delegation 
solid on forty ballots as against the Hon. David 
Atwood, ol Dane County, who finally succeeded 
in securing the nomipation for the few months 
of the unexpired term. At the next 
contest Mr. Casnell's friends opposed the 
claim of Mr. Atwood in the application 
of the **two-term precedent,” they claiming 
that Mr. Atwood had only filled out the two 
terms of Mr. Hopkins, and therefore the rota- 
tion principle clearly excluded his renomination.

Secondly, as to our financial ability. We a 
prepared to carry our own county through fhe 
campaign Without asking any aid from outside 
parties. That 1s fair, certainly, when we are 
classed among the ** psor iu purse.” 

Thirdly, we are vot responsible for being 
placed ju the Second District as now constituted, 
although it was evidently intended that our 
heavy Kepublican majority should outweigh 
Democratic Dane and Jefferson. It seems to 
amount to a potitieal negation to reside ina 
Republican stroughoſd like Sauk County 
among certain peopie manipulatmg political 
Strategy. It is an accepted axiom that reliable 
Kepublicanism may be set down as not entitled 
to a consideration in distributing the loaves ana 
fishes, bat that the eoemciliation principle should 
be practiced ; hence arenegade shouid be brought 
back, or a new convert tickled.

STATE-TREASURER BEMIS AND THE CRAIG STEAL. 
Spectal Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Des Mornes, Ia., Aug. 20.—The Democratic 
papers are attempting to make political capital 
for the defeat of State-Treasurer Bemis at the 
election this fall, by charging that he is respon- 
sible in part for the Warden Craig steals from 
the State Treasury, by paying the money to 
him. The facts are, that Treasurer Bemis paid 
to Craig less than $5,000 in person. The war- 
rants, when issued, were delivered to Craig, 
who spouted them to banks in Lee County, and 
they came back to the Treasurer in the 
regular course of collection, or in payment of 
taxes; so that the State Treasurer had nothing 
whatever to do with them, except to keep an 
account of them. He had no more knowledge 
of the obtaining of warrants by fraudulent aili- 
davits of Craig than any other man in the State, 
neither was it his duty to kuow it. 

ELECTION OF CONGRESSMEN, 

It appears not to be generally known that 
Congress has fixed the time for the election of 
Congressmen without regard to the time 
of holding elections in the several States; 
and if Sec. 25, Chap. 2. United States Statutes 
at Large, 1875, has not been repealed, there will 
have to be two elections in this State this fall. 
The general election for State officers is fixed 
by statute on the second Tuesday in October, 
except at Presidential elections. The United 
States statutes say that, every two years after 
the vear 1876, the second Tuesday in November 
shall be the day, in all the States and Territo- 
ries, for the election of Representatives and 
Delegates in Congress, to meet on the 4th of 
March next thereafter. 

This is an important matter, and one which 
should be generally brought to the notice of the 
public, as it affects a large number of States in 
the Union which hold October elections. 
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MISCELLANEOUS. 
DETROIT NATIONALS.

Derrorr, Mich., Aug. 21.—The Nationals of 
this district held their Convention at St. An- 
drew’s Hall to-day, Albert Botsford presiding, 
and all towns and wards being represented. The 
candidates brought befone it were Moses W. 
Field; Hamilton G. Howard, sou of the late 
Jacob M. Howard; John Greusel, the last Re- 
publican candidate for Mayor; John Heffron, an 
Irish Catholic merchant who has always been 
an active Democrat; W.E. Warner, an old Dem- 
ocratic war-borse froma rural township; and 
three or four others. On the first bailot Heffron 
got thirty-three votes, to twenty-one for How- 
ard, twenty for Warner, twelve for Field, 
and fifteen scattering. There was much uproar 
and confusion over the balloting, and one in- 
ciprent fight. But, onthe second ballot, Helf- 
rou’s vote bad risen to forty-three, and it was 
evident that he would win. Accordingly, on 
the next ballot, he received sixty-four votes, and 
was declared nominated. A committee sent to 
notify him soon returned with the statement 
that he was prostrated from the effects of the 
Democratic “bulidozing”’ to which he had 
been subjected tor two days, but would accept 
the nomination, and, alter some cuaracteristie 
speeches, the Convention adjourned. The 
Democratic leaders are considerably dismayed 
over Helfron’s defection, and have made the 
most strenuous ellorts to prevent him from 
takiug the nomination, which will undoubtedly 
make material inroads on their strength in the 
ouly Democratic district in this State.

KIMPTON. 

Continued Efforts te Get Him into South 
Carolina to Testify Concerning a Certain 
Issue of Fraudulent Bonds. * 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

Boston, Aug. 21.— The Kimpton case drew 
out some strong arguments to-day, notably 
those of ex-Gov. Chamberlain, who showed 
that there are exceptions to the statement of 
the other side, that the duty of the Grovernor 
of Massachusetts is purely ministerial, the 
broadest of which is that, if Massacbusetts finds 
Kimpton amenable to her laws, the Governor is 
relieved from the duty of surrendering him. 
He doubted if the requisition was made in good 
faith, aud intigiated that the object of Wade 
Hampton was to secure Kimpton for 
trial upon a civil suit. This is 
a degradation and prostitution of the 
law, au abuse of process. South Carolina owes 
a debt of 816.000, 0%, and hopes to invalidate 
three or four millions. These are suits which 
no State or jurisprudence should aid. Henry D. 
Hyde, also of Kimpton’s counsel, argued in the 
same vein. It was apparent how much Kimp- 
ton was wanted as a witness by the efforts that 
had been made to induce him to return; that, 
inasinuch as a certain case in court nad been 
postpoued until Aug. 15, and an offer from 
the authorities of South Carolina had 
been received granting Kimpton amnesty 
on condition that he would return 
to that State by that date, it was fair to sup- 
pose he was wanted, not for trial, but as a uit- 
ness in that case. These arguments roused 
dudge Abbott, for the prosecution, to say: 
„% We admit that we desire to obtain the testt- 
monv of Mr. Kimpton in regard to certain 
bonds the suits over which are now pending in 
Soutn Carolina.’’ Abbott defied any one to find 
a case where a Governor of any State has re- 
fused to comply with the demand of a Governor 
of another State when the demand hail 
been made conlormably to law. In this case 

attempt is made to charge these persons 

‘ith conspiracy to bribe a Legislature. Under 
the decis.on in South Carolina such attempt is 
a crime, and there is enough in this indictment 
to show that an attempt has been made to com- 
mit a crime under the common law. The only 
witness examined was Thomas C. Dann, of 
Boston, State Senator of South Carolina from 
157 to 1874, and Comptroller-General in 1876. 
Hie testiicd to meeting Kimpton and 
other parties interested in South Caro- 
lina bond suits in New York last July. He 
was familiar with the bond suits, and knew 
that the only person who could identify the 
numbers of the bonds hypothecated was Kimp- 
ton, who issued them. The amount involved in 
these suits is $2,709,000. In cross-cxamination 
by Youmans, Attorney General for South Caro- 
lina, the witness remembered that, in 1876, be 
urged Youmans to take steps not to have the 
bonds bypoibecated. 


WHISKY, 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

MILwavukee, Aug. 21.—The United States 
Marshal today levied on ail the real and per- 
sonal property of Christian Salentine, Martin 
Salentine, and Tom O'Neill, either held in their 
own name or the name of others, to satisfy a 
judgment in the United States Court agajnst 
the first named as principal, and the two others 
as sureties for violation of the Revenue hw. 
This is the first of a long list of civil cases in the 
whisky prosecutions bere in 1876, in which judg- 
ments were obtained aguinst the crooks 
and their bondsmen for the Bov- 
payment of taxes due the Government on 
whisky. The amount ol this judgment is 
$1,414,590 aud costs, with interest since March 
2, 137. The property of the Salentines which 
was emed consists of real estate in the Eiahtn 
Ward of Milwankee. Wis. The property. of 
O'Neill is farming uaplements and stock on his 
farm, hela in the name of his wife, in the Towa 
of Greenfield. There a large uumber oi similar 
judgments, and this is regarded as a test case.

REFORM IS NECESSARY. 


The Condition of Missouri's Fi- 
nances a Striking 
Proof. 


Shocking Mismanagement of the 
Democratic State 
Treasurer. 


Fresh Calamities Developed by 
Continued Investi- 
gation. 


An Extra Session of the Legislature 
Inevitable. 


Special Dispatch to Me Tribune. 

St. Louis, Mo., Aug. 21.—Agitation over the 
deficit in the State Treasury continues here, and 
new revelations are continually being brought 
to light, which show the most wretched man- 
agement of that important office. The condi- 
tion is such that several leading papers of the 
State are advising the people not to pay their 
taxes until the safety of the public funds is as- 
sured bv the action of the Legislature. The 
State taxes are not fully due until the Ist of 
January, but, for some purpose, collections 


are being pushed all over the State, 
and the St. Louis Collector is send- 
ing up to tne Treasury. cash at the 
rate of 880,000 per week. Many taxpayers have 
declared to-day that they will not pay the taxes 
until the frauds in the Treasury are cleared up, 
or until the Governor compels the State Treas- 
urer to strengthen his bond, which is now 
generally acknowledged to be comparatively 
worthless. The Lvening Post has a special this 
afternoon stating that it now comes to the 
surface that the Mastins have swailowed up 
still more of the State moneys than the 
$516,000 which State Treasurer Gates charges 
to them. Gates applied to the Bank 
of St. Joseph forthe $123,000 he had put in 
there to assist in paying the July interest. and 
he was told the money could not be paid. There 
is good authority for saving that, last April, 
when the First National Bank of Kansas City 
suspended, and a run began on the Mastin Bank, 
the Mastins dispatched to the Burnes Bank at 
St. Joseph to forward them forthwith a lot of 
State money with which to tide over. It was ex- 
pected the Mastin Bank would go by 
the board next morning, but things 
were fixed. That might Burnes, of the 
St. Joseph Bank, chartered a locomotive and 
sent down tothe Mastius by aman good and 
trusty the needful funds. The next morning 
when banking hours arrivedthe Mastins sat 
smiling behind their counters, and told the 
crowd tocome on, and thusthe bauk tided 
over. Now itis furthersaid thatthe money 
Col. Burnes had so gencrously advanced was 
never returned, and it was this same $128,000 
with which the Bank of St. Joseph is charged in 
Gates’ July report. this should be 
true, the State is out $644,000, through 
the enterprising Mastin Bank,—the Bank of St. 
Joseph being responsible for $128,000 of that 
amount. The same institution has undertaken 
to shoulder $300,000 of State money yet locked 
up in the suspended National Bank of the State 
ol Missouri. Gov. Phelps was in the city to- 
day, and left this afternoon for the State Capi- 
tal. He refused to be interviewed on the sub 
ject, but it is stated by parties in his confidence 
that he is seriously considering the vroovriety of 
convening the Legislature at once to meet the 
exigencies created by the Treasury shortage. 
Concerning the Kansas City water bonds, 
$350,000 of which the Treasurer holds as his 
only security for the State’s losses, the Post has 
a special which says that on the 22d day of 
December, 1873, John J. Masten was appointed 
Financial Agent of the Company and Amos 
Green its attorney. At the same meeting a 
resolution was passed authorizing the issue of 
$900,000 of  firsi-mortgage bonds ou the 
actual and prospective property of the 
Company. The mortgage was iven to 
the Farmers’ Loan & Trust Company. 
of New York, and the bonds were to run twenty 
years from date. There were only $100,000 of 
these bonds issued. Why the full amount was 
not issued has never been entirely clear. An 
attempt was immediately made to negotiate the 
bounds, and at one time it was thought tney had 
all been sold in London at par sterling. But 
something leaked out, and the London 
people let them drop in the twinkling 
of an eye. Their original cost could 
not have been over $100,000, according to 
the testimony of a competent engineer 
who made a thorough examination of them. 
Their present value is not over $250,000. ‘The 
$500,000 in bonds represents at least twice tae 
value of all the property held by the Company. 
By a resolution of the Company itself it will 
be seen that the Mastens, H. M. Holden, and 
Amos Green were recompeused with $800,000 
in stock for money and trouble expended in the 
securing of a franchise for the works. The 
money for building the works came 
from the Masten Bank. J. J. Masten 
was Financial Agent at tbe time the 
coustruction of these works commenced, and 
the Masten Bank became chief depository of 
State funds. It is not at all reasonable that 
these gentlemen went down into their pri- 
vate pockets for $400,000 to build the works 
with. In fact, they did not have $400,000 for 
that purpose. They employed the State money 
for that purpose, depending on the sale of the 
bonds with which toreturn the money. The 
bonds couid not be sold. Consequently, when 
J. W. Mercer turned over the State Treasury 
to Gates he could not get the cas 
from tue Masten Bank due the State, 
and gave a check for $206,000 instead. The 
Kansas City Water Works is the hole in whith 
nearly $300,000 of State funds was stank beyond 
hope of recovery. These Kansas City Water- 
Works bonds have never been salabie. Every 
desperate attempt possible has been made to 
realize on them. Daniel Lawson & Co., of New 
York, have tried to sell them, the Mastens have 
tried to sell them, and Mr. Gates may 
try to sell them; but they will 
not sell. They were conceived in iniquity and 
born in fraud, and are about as worthless as 
the paper upon which they are printed. They 
have been handed around from bank to bank 
and trom man to man as a kind of collateral se- 
curity now for four years. The State Treasurer 
has been duped ir taking them as security for 
the $300,000 State money in the Masten Bank. 
The State Treasurer could do nothing with them, 
and the Mastens knew he could do nothing with 
them when they gave them to nim. It was a 
scheme to build the works with State funds, 
issue $800,000 in paid-up stock, 
divide it among four, then issue $800,000 in 
bonds and divide them among the same four. 
They have absolutely no marketable worth and 
the Treasurer could not to-day hypothecate the 
whole lot iu his possession for $50,000. A his- 
tory of the Kansas City Water-Works shows 
fraud all the way through, The people of Kan- 
sas City well understand the meaning of this 
action. The most violent quarrel they ever had 
was concerning this very matter. It appears 
that the Wait Water-Works Company of New 
York, by whom the works at Kansas City were 
built, is a very thin concern. A _ gentieman 
in this city haa occasion, a vear or so ago, to go 
on to New York to consult with the officers of 
the Company concerning the Kansas City enter- 
prise. The Company professed to have its office 
on Pine street in New York City, but it was dis- 
covered they had no office there whatever, their 
only place of business being a desk room i the 
third story of an old buiiding om Broad street. 
This wouid lead to the conclusion that the New 
York end of the Company is a very unpre- 
tentions affair. The Kansas City end 
of the Company was organized in 
1873, and immediately began operations. 
An act was passed through the Legislature in 
March, 1873, granting the National Water- 
Works Company the privilege of making a con- 
tract with Kansas City, and such other priv- 
ileges as were deeméd necessary. On the 27th 
of October following an ordinance passed the 
Common Council of Kansas City authorizing 
the National Water-Works to proceed to con- 
struct the Kansas City Water Works. Messrs. 
Snickle. Harrison & Co., of this city, 
hold a judgment against the Kau- 
4s City. Water Works Company for 
the sum of $150,000, the balance of a 
bill for water-pipe. This is a matter of record. 
Under this judgment all the real estate of 
the Company in Kansas City has been attached, 
apd a suit is now pending arising theretrom.

Had heard Joe St. Feter's name mentioned ser 
eral times. Mr. Clark said that he did not 
want Joe to come to his house. Joe called 
sometimes once or twice aday. When he came 
in the morning, he remained with Mrs. Clark 
two or three hours. Tne door of Mrs. Clark’s 
room was sometimes closed, sometimes not. 
Joe and Mr. Clark had never quarreled in her 
presence. Never heard Mr. Clark order Joe oll, 
and never saw anything wrong at the house. 

The vest of deceased was then brought in and 
tried on a Granger. It was shown that the ball 
must have come from the right, in tront, and 
above. 

Officer O’Brien returned from measuring the 
distance, aud stated that it was forty-four feet 
from the barn to the first clot of blood, and 
seventy feet from the barn to where the body 
was found. 

NETTIE SCHUMACHER 
testified that she livedin East Lyons. She had 
seen St. Peter and Mrs. Clark alone. Had scen 
Joe run up behind her and kiss her when she 
was at the sewing-machine, and then run out. 
Had seen Mrs. Clark tickie Joe. Knew a time 
that Mrs. Clark and Joe were locked up together 
in the former’s room. Did not try the dour, 
but took the 4-year-old bov's word for it. The 
next day Mrs. Clark told her the door was 
locked. They were in there two or three hours. 

In reply toa question irom Mrs. Clark's at- 
torney, witness confessed that she had herself 
been tickled by Joe; they all tickled one au- 
other.“ She liked to be tickled. Mrs. Clark 
had told her to say nothing about what she had 
seen, or Joe would kill her. She had seen Joe 
have a pistol, but it was not the one belore her. 
She was 12 years oid. 

JOHN D. FROST 
testified that he knew Mrs. Clark, but was not 
acquainted with Joe St. Peter. He knew him 
by sight. He saw him on the Blue Isiand ave- 
nue bridgé in the neighborhood of three weeks 
ago. He was talking with Mrs. Clark. The, 
went off together. She got off the train and 
walked up the stairs of the viaduct, where she 
was met by the prisoner (Joe). There was no 
one with Joe. Witness had no friend with him. 
‘Lhere were a good many people getting off the 
car. The last time he saw him before that was 
about three weeks prior to that time. After 
they met at the ue Island avenue bridge they 
went down town. Witness resided at Naper- 
ville. Witness had never had any quarrel with 
Mrs. Clark that he remembered of. 
RUSSELL dc. PECK 

testified that he was a farmer, and resided near 
LaGrange. Knew Joe, but never knew his last 
name. He worked for him. He leit, he 
thought, about the Ist of July. He left be- 
cause be said he was sick. Witness never saw 
a revolver about bis person. He slept in the 
bam Witness foreman was named Jacob 
Ludwie. 

Edward Martin was recailed. Prisoner was 
told to put his cap on, and witness was told to 
take a good look at him. lle thought be look 
ed like the man be saw onthe road a week ago 
yesterday. 

JACOB LUDWIG 
testified that he was the foreman of Mr. Peck. 
He knew Joe St. Peter. He saw a revolver iu 
his possession when he worked on the farih. 
[He was shown St. Peter's revolver.] tie did 
not think it looked like the one he saw with 
Joe. It did not look like the same one. He 
never saw the revolver but once. He was walk 
ing around through the woods with it at the 
time. George Brooklyn or Close 
slept in the barn with Joe; also 
a man named “Mike” something, he 
did not know who. It wason Sunday that he 
saw Joe withthe revolver. Thought it was 
about the 14th or 15th of last month. He saw 
George Close about a week ago. Mike leit the 
same day as George Close, a week ago last Sat- 
urday. He could not identify the revolver. 
Mike had a mustache, be thought, and was 
about 35. He said he was going to Riverside 
when he left. 
BENJAMIN F. SHOTWELL 

lived in Riverside, and was engaged inthe real 
estate business. He had two bired men is his em- 
ploy up to Tuesday on at 4 or5o0’clock. He 
did not know where they were now, but thought 
He engaged them a week 
ago last Monday. Haley had worked for him 
some time belore that. He asked him if he 
would give him work. Wituess told him it he 
would come to Riverside he would give him 
work. He commenced work Wednesday morn- 
ing, a week ago. George Close came with him. 
They were engaged in cutting brush near the 
Desplaines River. He saw them about 11 
o'clock Wednesday. They were boarding 
with a German just south of the place. lie 
could not eaactiy say when they stopped work 
Wednesday night, nor when they commenced in 
the morning. He questioned the German and 
his wife closely as to their whereabouts W ednes- 
day night, and they both told him that they 
were at home all the evening, except that 
Haley went down to the depot for his trunk in 
the evening. He could not tell what Close’s 
habits were, but shouid judge that neither 
Close nor Haley was a hard drinker. 

The inquest was adjourned at a quarter past 
12 o’clock to hatf-past 1 for dinner. After din- 
ner. Detective Joe Dixon went over to Mr. Ly- 
man’s bara, bad a barrel filled with water, and 
tired a cartridge from Joe St. Peter's pistoi into 
it. The water was then emptied out, the bullet 
procured, and compared with the bullet sup- 
posed to have been found in deceased's heart. 
The balls were very nearly alike in appearance. 

JOHN LOVE > 

was called to the stand as the first witness in 
the afternoon, and testified that Mrs. Clark 
came to bis house soon after he heard the re- 

rt of the revolvers. When he went over he 
ound deceased lying upon the stairs, with his 
hand at about the seventh step up. His 
right foot was hitched iv around of the balus- 
ter just by the toe; his left foot was caught in 
the round above. He was lving with his back 
against the wall; his left arm above his head. 
His richt arm was lying sort of varallel with 
the stairs, his head hanging between his arms. 
There was a pool of blood upon the third and 
fourth stairs, or the fourth stair. lie was bare- 
footed; had ona dark vest and a white sbirt. 
Witness looked for blood upon the ground andon 
the steps. Saw four or five tablespoontuls of 
biood upon the walk about four feet irom the 
steps leading tothe porch. Ibere were one or 
two drops of blood upon the steps, ope upon 
the porch, and one inthe kitchen. There was 
none to be found anywhere else. The next 
morning. wnen he got back from Naperville, 
some one told him there was more blood found 
between there and the well. The drops might 
possibly nave been there the night before. Mrs. 
Clark, when she came to witness’ house, had on 
a calico dress, no shoes, but stockings. 
Tne olood on the walk was thick blood. 
It looked as though « bad gushed 
out, not thrown there by 4 spoon 
or anything of that sort. It looked quite fresb. 
It looked as though it had ouzed out, uo spat 
ters being noticed. Thought the pants worn 
by deceased were whole. 

DANIEL 8. LYMAN 

testified that be was an attorney-at-law. He 
fret saw Mr. Clark, the deceased, after he was 
shot lying on the stairs, he thougnt with bis 
bip lying on the second stair. He dio notice 
as to whether bis pants were whole or vot. 
There was a great deal of blood on the stairs. 
After the body bad beep laid out, witness took 
a lantern and examined the blood on the outside 
of the house. The blood looked as though tt 
nad been spattered on the walk. Part of the 
blood was dry. but the main portion was tresh. 
The point where the bivod was thickest Was 
where there was a slight spring in the walk.

There were several neighbors at the house when 
witness arrived. He named them. 

OFFICER O'BRIEN 
was recalled. and testified in regard to finding 


that fifth cartridge claimed to have been, thrown 


away in the cell by St. Peter. He searched the 
second time, and found a cartridge. He pro- 
duced the cartridge, and it was compared 
witn the other four found upon the prisoner. 
The cartridge was the same make and size. It 
was possible for some one to have thrown a 
cartridge there, but it was not probable, for the 
cell was cleaned every day, and there no- 


_ body but a reporter seen the prisoner for an 
hour. The prisoner had told him that he had 


this cartridge in his side coat-pocket, there was 
a hole in the seam, and it slipped through into 
the liniug at the bottom of hig coat. 

His coat was examined by the officer, who re- 
ported that be could find no hole. . 

Witness continued: It was possibje for a 
prisoner in au adjoiuing cell to have thrpwn the 
cartridge into the cell, or it could hae been 
done by a person through the window. + 

M. H. Tilden was sworn, Was an Ir Ocean 
reporter. Last Friday he was assigned o inter- 
view the prisoner, and went to his cel“ at the 
Madison Street Station. The officers.who ar- 
rested him showed witness the picturey of two 
ladies, one of which they told bim they delieved 
was Carrie Smith. The statement maddy by the 
prisoner to the witness and the 
officer aiffered as to his whereabouts: 
day evening. St. Peter had told him 
was in Vernon Park, and the officer sa 
told him that he was at his father's hoy. 

The prisoner was given a chance to “indicate 
himself, but Mrs. Van Buren, who cai.¢ to the 
prisoner's rescue, stated that St. Peter ſeclined

Detective Joe Dixon was called, and estified 
regarding the experiment that hem Ye with 
the barrel of water at Mr. Lyman's parn at 
noon. He thought the muzzle of tf? pistol 
was not round, there being a sort of rus q ledge. 
He thought it was frequently the ¢ se with 
cheap pistols that the bore was imperf{@.}. 

EDDIB CLAKK pak 
recalled. He immediately began to¥#y. He 
testined that he and his father went p-stairs 
together. When his mother spoke ut the 
horses, his father was reading a book gnd be 
was reading a paper. His mother war in bed 
when she called to his father and toli.*jim the 
horses were making suth a noise that f could 
not sleep. His father was partly drefod, and 
was barefooted. He took no light u him 
when be went out. Witness remain in the 
room all the time. After he heard the ghot he 
weot to his mother’s room. Did not A any- 
thing lying on the stairs. He thought de beard 
some one running through thes wgtchen. 
Did not think the person rugpnigg had 
boots on: There was alight in hi other’s 
room, turned down. He went clear if&he room. 
His mother went out before he did. cried, 
and his mother tried to keep him still. w his 
mother going down-s.airs. Told Lim that she 
was going to the neighbors. She asked him to 
go over to Mr. Love’s for help, and he said he 
would tf she would let him go out the window 
on the porch and down the post. His tather had 
been gone from. the room just about long 
enough to get tothe barn before he heard the 
cry. He thought it was his father’s voice. When 
he went into his mother’s room she locked the 
door. He did not hear her say avything about 
tramps; she was too scared herself. Thought 
the doe was in the cellarthat night. The pistol 
shot could not have beeu down-stairs in the 
house; it was out to the barn. 

MRS. CU 

recalled. She took no receipt for the $100 
which she loaned her husband. She did not 
know of her husband paying out any money 
after she loaned this. There was some money 
found after his death. There was perhaps 
$2u, and some checks and _ receipts. 
Tue money which she loaned bim was all in 
bills. Did not know Mr. Papinot. She had 
never been to the city to see St. Peter, but she 
nad miet him occasionally in the city. The first 
time she testified she understood the question 
to be had she seen St. Peter in LaGrange, and 
sue answered no.“ She called to see St. Peter 
once at some house in the city, but did not 
know whose bouse it was. She had been in- 
formed by Mrs. Durland that he was sick. Sue 
found bim up. and said to him: “If I had 
known vou wasn’t auysicker than this Iwouldu't 
have come to see you. I supposed you was sick 
abed, and needed help.“ Sie heard a shot and 
one scream, after her husband had been gone 
just long enough to get to the barn. She rec- 
ognized his voice in the scream. She did not 
know what she thought when she closed tbe 
door, she was so frightened. 

Cross-questioned by the witness’ lawver, Dan 
Munn, she said she was acquainted with Net- 
tie Schumacher. She worked for ber. She was 
with her some time last Fepruarv. She had 
never found her locked in the room with Mr. St. 
Peter. Ine girl made her own bedonly. She had 
never seen her kiss Joc St. Peters. Wit- 
ness had never kissed Joe, nor Joe her. She 
had, never told Nettie that if she told anybody 
of her actions with Joe the latter would kill 
her. She usualls got oil the train at Blue is)- 
and avenue when she went totne city, as she 
did her trading on the West Side, and it was 
nearer to get off at this place. She did not ex- 
pect to meet Joe there. Had never made an 
appointment with bim. The money found after 
Mr. Clark’s death was found in an old vest that 
deveased had not worn, she thought, for 
six mouths. It was all w silver. None of the 
money loaned to him by her was in silver. 
There .was from $12 to $20.found. Sometimes 
Mr. Clark left his boots doewn-stairs and some- 
times upstairs. Sometimes Mr. Clark slept 
with her, and sometimes he did not. Her littie 
girl had fits, and she slept with her to nurse 
her. Mr. Clark had had a little trouble with 
Mr. Moxon about money matters, and Mr. 
West on the subject of land. She repeated the 
storv as published in Tugs Tripcune. Did not 
think that anybody had anything against him 
enough to kill him tor. Mr. Clark never kept a 
bank account. Was in the habit of carrying his 
money loose in his Vest pocket. 

HARRIET A. MORSE 
testified that she was a sister of Mrs. Clark, 
aud lived.at Barber’s Corners. She spoke of 
the money transactions in the family, and the 
division of the property after the death of her 
father. Sue had paid some money to Mrs. 
Clark. She sent $50 to Mrs. Clark in April, and 
850 some time in July. Sue gave her, she 
thought, three $20 bills, and Mrs. Clark gave 
her back $10. Mr. Clark’s brother tixed the 
hour of the luneral. 
MICHAEL READY 

was sworn. He was a salovonkeeper at Lawn- 
dale. Some time last week aman came into 
his saloon at about noon, took a drink of beer 
aud pop, and asked the road to LaGrange. 
Prisoner was made to stand up, and 
the fureman of the jury wanted to 
know which looked the most like 
tne man, Joe or himself (Thorp). The pris- 
oner was made to stand up, put on his cap, and 
ask the road to LaGrange. Witness aid not 
recoguize him, and the aifair created a great 
deal of amusement. 

Mrs. Sarah E. Durland was called. She testi- 
fied that she had told Mrs. Clark thatJoe looked 
sick, but bad not told her that he wanted to see 
her. 

MISS ZIMMERING 

testified that she lived with her cousjn, four 
miles from Wheaton. Had been a ser¥ant-girl 
in Mrs. Clarks family. It was the last week iu 
March that she was there. Knew Joseph 
St. Peter. When Mr. Clark was gone 
he always went to her room. One 
Thursday afternoon she was going tu her aunt’s, 
aud she saw them in the parior. He had her im 
his arms. One Sunday afternoon she saw them 
both in the bedroom. She did not kne@y it, but 
the little boy told her that the door was fast- 
ened. It was at dinner time. Before they 
were in there he was at church. When Mr. 
Clark came home, about 3 o’ciuck, he met his 
wife in the diming-room. As soon as he came 
in they went right up to the room. 
Joe came home at o'clock. She 
came to Mrs. Clark’s on Sunday. Ou 
luesday, Mr. Clark was gone, and Mrs. Clark 
rapped on the window for Joe. He was out in 
the ticld, and he came into the house and staved 
about half an hour, and then went out again. 
The next Sunday she saw them together inv the 
bedroom when she went to call them to dinner. 
Thursday, when she saw them on the sofa, Mrs. 
Clark told witness that Joe was rubbing her 
cheek. She bad been told by Mr. Grbte that 
she would not get her money. That was the 
reason she left. Sne told Grote and Landers 
that she did not like to stay there because Mrs. 
Clark and Joe acted so. She had told the 
jury everything she knew. She did not see Joe 
with his arm around Mrs. Clark,—only on the 
back of the sofa. When she went to call Mrs. 
Clark and Joe to dinner, Mrs. Clark was not in 
the bedroom. She went ip alterward. She 
went back and saw her. She did not call her a 
second time. The way she knew Mrs. Clark 
wentinto her bedroom after witness leit was 
because the jittie boy told ber so. 

Deputy-Coroner Korn then delivered the 
charge to the jury, whica was the most sensibie 
part of the whole inquisitonmal proceedings. The 
jury after consultation ret@rned the following 

VERDICT: 

Alvaro B. Clark came to bis death on the 14th 
of August. 1878. from a pistol shot fired by Joseph 
St. Peter. and we find him guilty of murder, there- 
fere recommend the Coroner to hold him without 
bat for further tnvestigation before the Grand 
Jury of Cook County 

THE MISSING ACCOUNT-BOOK

Firstly 
it is to be understood by all whom it 
may concern, that cattle-thieves who 
trespass upon Texas soil will be, 
detected, pursued into Mexican 
territory if need be, their booty seized, and 
the raiders punished. If, during any of 
these incursions by our troops, the soldiers 
encounter any body of Mexican regular 
troops, it will be their duty to ignore them 
if expedient, and devote their whole atten- 
tion to the main object in view, - the capture 
of the raiding Greasers. If, however, the 
Mexican troops deliberately attack those of 
the United States, the latter are instructed to 
repel the attack to the best of their 
ability. As a part of this programme 
the Government of President Diaz is es- 
pecially informed that the United States, in 
any necessary invasion of Mexican territory, 
must not be credited with any desire or in- 
tention to interrupt the friendly relations 
now existing between the two countries, 
but wishes it to be plainly understood that 
only the urgent necessity imposed upon it 
by the neglect of the Mexican authorities to 
properly police the river border is taken 
into account in justification of any apparent 
violation of Mexican territory. 


Workingman BUTLER, of Massachusetts, 


has a horny-handed record which some of his 


atimiring friends are searching out for the 
benefit of the slaves of capital. They have 
just raked up an instance in which BuTLEes 
was ground down by a combination of 
bloated monopolists and forced to work at 
starvation wages. The oppressors in 
this case were the sailors of the 
United States Navy who assisted at 
the capture of New Orleans. These 
lecherous bondholders, taking advantage of 
Butien’s necessities, compelled him to rep- 
resent their claim for prize-money before the 
Court in Washington, and, when the case 
had been adjudicated and the sailors awarded 
their claim, the most that these marine mill- 
ionaires would allow their poverty-stricken 
lawyer was $142,060! This pittance they 
paid out of their own plethoric pockets in 
a grudging, mean spirit, which must 
have wounded the sensibilities of the 
overworked attorney, who had put in as 
many as ten or fifteen days of labor 
in their behalf. There are those who are so 
base as to assert that $5,000 would have 
been a large fee for the service performed, 
but of course the workingmen of Massachu- 
setts will take this for what it is worth, 
knowing how dangerous it would be to the 
cause of labor to tolerate a cheap Chinese 
lawyer who would work for such wages. 
Only $142,060 for assisting these sailors to 
secure what belonged to them! The widows 
and orphans of Workingman Burns 
former employers ought to be ashamed of 
themselves. 


WHAT IS BUTLER’S REMEDY! 

We have already pointed out some of the 
8 against political economy by 
Ben B in his New York speech to the 
assembled \printers on a Communist and fiat 
newspaper. But his assertions were as 
much opposed to fact as to principle. One 
instance was in the statement that, within 
comparatively few years, labor-saving ma- 
chinery has increased production tenfold. 
So general a statement is utterly untrust- 
worthy, and hence of no value whatever iu 
a discussion. It might be true in some 
line of industry. Wherever it has been 
true, the saving is in favor of the consum- 
ers, of whom the laboring classes are the 
great mass; for not only is the product 
cheapened which the workingman consumes, 
but, on the other hand, he produces more 
with which to pay for his consumption. 

In a vast number of cases, however, there 
has been nosuch extra increase ii the amount 
of production as Butter sought to impress 
upon his hearers. He was talking to printers. 
Wherein has the capacity of the printer in 
setting type been increased within the last 
few years, or few hundred, by any labor- 
saving machinery? Can a printer set ten- 
fold more type now than he could at any 
time heretofore? Does not his capacity 
depend now, as it ever did, upon 
his own skill, experience, industry, and rapid 
workmanship? Born made this broad 
and exaggerated statement with a selfish 
purpose, as usual; he desired to persuade 
the discontented workingmen to abandon 
their theory about the special injury of 
labor-saving machinery, because he, as a 
manufacturer, has machinery which they 
might attack and destroy if they carried 
their theory out in practice. 


To attain his selfish end he took the op- 
posite extreme, and told the laboring men 
(1) that the labor-siving machinery had 
recently increased production tenfold; and 
(2) that this circumstance should reduce their 
time of labor from ten hours to one hour 
n day. Now, how is Born going to ap- 
ply the remedy in this case? He will not 
act individually. He will not reduce the 
time of labor in his mills from ten hours to 
one hour, nor will he even agree to pay ten 
hours’ wages for eight hours’ work. His 
neighbors will not do it. Does he propose 
that it shall be brought about by statute? 

A Massachusetts law requiring employers 
to give ten hours’ wages for one hour's work, 
if we can conceive of such legiglation, would 
simply compel the Massachnsetts manufac- 
tarers, BoTLER among the number, to aban- 
don their business, because they conld not 
compete with manufacturers in neighboring 
States where there was no sach law. A 
United States law requiring all the employ- 
ers in this country to pay ten hours’ wages 
for one hour's or five hours’ labor would ruin 
the industry of the entire nation, for the 
manufacturers of this country could not 
compete with the manufacturers of other 
countries. The result of the experiment 
would be famine; for, if it is hard matter to 
live nowadays on ten hours’ work, the prod- 
uet of one hour's work would certainly not 
be enough to live upon. Then what is Bor. 
LEk’s remedy for the injustice he contends is 
being practiced upon the laboring classes ? 

Take another instance,—that of interest 
paid on capital. This item was grussly ex- 
aggerated as well as the other. Burier 
says that capital compels “enterprise” to 
pay 10 per cent on borrowed money. As a 
matter of fact, this was about the highest 
rate of interest paid by legitimate manu- 
facturing enterprises in the West before the 
panic, and it is too well known to require par- 
ticulardemonstration that money can now be 
borrowed on good collaterals, or for legiti- 
mate enterprises, all the way from 4 to 6 per 
cent, In the East the rate paid by manufac- 
turers ranges from 6 to 7 per cent. 

Bat, whatever the current rate may be, 
Boran maiutams that it is the exaction of 
this interest which oppresses the laboring 
classes, There is the evil, but where is Bur.

but if the capitalist must look up somebody 


to take his money, then he must content 
himself with a lower rate. There is no law, 
however, which compels the capitalist to 
loan his money at a lower rate than he is 
willing to take, and no law which compels 
men to borrow that money at a higher 
rate than they are willing to pay. The rate 
is established by mutual agreement, deter- 
mined by mutual interests. 

How is Burier going to change this prac- 
tice? Does he propose to have laws passed 
which shall compel capitalists to lend their 
money to the first-comer for 1 or 2 per cent 
per annum? In that case, is he not aware that 
capitalists would conceal their accumulations, 
or convert them and take them to other coun- 
tries where there are no such forced-loan 
laws? Then what would become of enter- 
prise”? Would the laboring men be better 
off for driving capital out of the country, 
and thus destroying the very basis of indus- 
try which gives employment to so many 
hundreds of thousands of their kind? Or 
does Butier propose that men shall toil and 
wear out their minds and bodies, and risk 
their health, and forego indulgence, and save 
and accumulate, only to turn their accumu- 
lation over to some other person, free of 
interest, which he may use or squander as 
he pleases? He might as well ask mon to 
build houses and rent them for nothing, to 
insure property without demanding any 
premium, or to hire out horses and carriages 
without making any charge. He knows 
human nature too well to imagine for a 
moment that such a scheme could prevail. 
Then what, in the name of common sense, 
does he propose as a means to prevent cap- 
ital from earning such interest as enter- 
prise” is willing to pay for it? 


DATE OF CONGRESSIONAL ELECTIONS. 

It does not seem to be. generally known 
that a United States statute now requires 
that all elections for Representatives in Con- 
gress must be held on the same day, which 
occurs this year on Tuesday, Nov. 5. This 
law went into effect two years ago, but the 
change from the previous practice of elect- 
ing Congressmen on the same day that the 
State officers were voted for was not particu- 
larly noticed in 1876 because there was also 
a Presidential election in that year, which of 
itself necessitated a second voting day in 
several of the States. The statute in ques- 
tion was passed in 1872 for the purpose of 
securing uniformity in Congressional elec- 
tions throughout the country, and reads as 
follows: 


The Tuesday next after the first Monday in No- 
vember in the vear 1876 is established as théday 
in each of the States and Territories of the United 
States for the election of Representatives and Del- 
egates to the Forty-üfth Congress; and the Tuesday 
next after the first Monday in November, in every 
second year thereafter, is established as the day 
for the election, in each of said States and Terri- 
tories of Representatives and Delegates to the 
Congress commencing on the 4th day of March 
next thereafter. —ev. Statutes, CUhap. J., Sec. 25. 


We are under the impression that a law 
was passed by the last Congress permitting 
California to elect Congressmen next sum- 
mer, instead of this fall; but that is the only 
exception, to our knowledge, if such was 
the case. All the other States and Territo- 
ries must comply with the general statute. 
In many of the States—Connecticut, Dela- 
ware, Florida, Illinois, Kansas, Maryland, 
Massachusetts, Michigan, Minnesota, Missis- 
sippi, Missouri, Nevada, New Jersey, New 
York, North Carolina, Pennsylvania, South 
Carolina, Virgifia, and Wisconsin—the 
State law fixes the day for the State election 
on the first Tuesday after the first Monday 
in November, corresponding with the date 
fixed by Congress for the Congressional elec- 
tions. But in all the other States where 
there are State or local elections this year there 
will need to be two election- days, one for the lo- 
cal officers and one for Congressmen. Thus in 
Ohio, Indiana, and Iowa the State elec- 
tions occur on the second Tuesday of Octo- 
ber, but the election of Congressmen in 
these States must be deferred till November 
as in all the other States. This change from 
the old practice may have a good deal of in- 
fluence, since local issues will be out of the 
way in those States which hold two elee- 
tions, and the fight for the November elec- 
tion will be on Congressmen alone. What 
seems singular is that the general impression 
in States that have held earlier elections ap- 
pears to be that the r elections 
will be held as heretofore under the State 
laws; but, unless the law of 1872 has been 
repealed or amended (and we have never 
heard of either), then all the Congressional 
elections must be held this year on Tuesday, 
Nov. 5, in order to be valid. 


KEARNEY. 

The harangue made to a miscellaneous 
rabble in this city by Kranxkx, like his 
brawling everywhere else, shows him not 
only to be a vulgar, profane ignoramus, but 
a public blatherskite and nuisance, who in 
old times would have béen consigned to the 
stocks in the market-place, and whose proper 
place now is the calaboose. 

It is one of the novel features of this age, 
which is so full of surprises, that any con- 
siderable number of people should gather to- 
géther to listen to aman who has not a useful 
idea in his head, and who, at every place he 
visits, delivers himself of the same mess of 
slush and swash, prepared for him by a 
wandering Bohemian and paid for, the only 
variety in the mess being in the amount of 
indecency and profanity with which he or- 
nameuts it. 

Knicut, the ex-Secretary of the Working- 
men's party in California, the man who brought 
this disgusting boor to the surface, himself 
disgusted with the man he has made, has 
given expression to his feelings of disap- 
pointment in no gentle manner: “ His 
shallow bombast about purity and honesty is 
the merest sham. He is as base a counter- 
feit as was ever nailed to the counter. His 
whole career in the Workingmen’s party as 
been one of abuse, profanity, empty boast- 
ing, superlative egotism, inordinate, over- 
bearing ambition, and dishonest financier- 
ing.” His insolence, his falsehood, his 
dishonesty in finance, his duplicity in all 
things,—yes, this immaculate Puritan, who 
boasts of being like the driven snow, is a 
poor, pitiful rogue who has not shame 
enough to hide his head when convicted of 
palpable fraud.” 

Such are the certificates of character given 
tothe sand-lot hoodium by the man who 
made him. 

We do not believe that this fellow Kearney 
has any considerable following among the 
workingmen of this country. He has a rab- 
ble of loafers, vagrants, lazy Communists, 
and roughs who gather to hear him and ap- 
plaud his obscenity and profanity. They 
sympathize with his damning of every man 
who has saved money, and with his abuse of 
the newspapers, for they themselves are at 
war with both. 

It would be an insult to the intelligence of 
werkingmen, however, to insinuate that they 
have any sympathy with this scurrilous ig- 
noramus or with his filthy hogwash, or that 
they could be deceived by a wandering 
mountebank who has not brains enongh to 


prepare the drivel that he talks or honesty 
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is delivering another person's Billingsgate. 

The rascal- who started the newspaper 
called Open Letter and swamped its proceeds, 
the rascal who sold tickets to build a temple 
for workingmen in San Francisco and stole 
the money, is the same rascal who is now 
delivering stolen speeches and pretending to 
work in the interest of labor-reform. 

When it was announced that he was an 
Orangeman, the Irish Protestants indignantly 
ret used to acknowledge him. When he 
claimed to be a Roman Catholic, the Irish 
Catholics furiously’ disowned him. Now 
that he has left California, the workingmen 
of that city denounce him as a rascal. 

He went to Massachusetts to electioneer 
for Ben Burier, and the workin gmen of the 
Old Bay State were ashamed of him. The 
workingmen of the West have as much in- 
telligence as those of the East, and will not 
be deceived by this strolling humbug and 
profane blatherskite. 

He will have his little day as an obscene 
sensation and will then return to his original 
mudhole. There is no danger to be appre- 
hended from him so long as he keeps him- 
self in public. 


THE NEW CANADIAN VICEROY. 

The appointment of the Marquis of Lorne 
to the Governor-Generalship of Canada is 
creating considerable enthusiasm in that 
province, certainly enough to secure him a 
very handsome reception, and still more en- 
thusiasm in England, where just now it is 
the fashion to be intensely loyal, and to ac- 
cept every movement of the Government as 
supremely good. With regard to the general 
principle of finding something for the 
Queen's children to do, there is great una- 
nimity of feeling. The nobility and aristoc- 
racy look upon the appointment as reflecting 
new lustre upon the Nr-away Dominion and 
tending to make it more loyal, and the work- 
ing people and Republicans are satisfied be- 
cause they feel that one at least of the 
fumerous Royal brood will be earning a 
living. 

While all classes, | therefdte, are united 
upon the propriety of setting the Royal 
children to work, sp that they may earn 
something for themselves, the particular 
work set apart for Son-in-Law Lorne is looked 
upon with suspicion in some quarters. The 
London Spectator, for instance, which favors 
the appointment, does not regard it in any 
other light than thgt of an experiment. 
It has been thought in this country that it 
would be a relief to the Marquis in a social 
sense, by removing many of the barriers 
which have heretofore shut him out from 
Royal association, but the Spectator evi- 
dently fancies that the Canadians will keep 
up the same barrier, notwithstanding their 
proximity to our freedom of manners and 
democratic equality gf social privilege. It 
says: To her husband, the main disad- 
vantage of the post will be the subordina- 
tion in which he will inevitably 
stand towards his “wife. The Canadians 
are enthusiastically loyal, but this very 
quality will tend in tis particular instance 
to make them indif}rent to the Governor- 
General. By the siq; of the Queen's daugh- 
ter, the Queen's esentative will, in a 
sense, hold the sed place. The social 
dignity of the one m mt overshadow the ofti- 
cial dignity of the other. 

The danger which Me Spectator sees from 
this contrast, we fancy is not so alarming as 
it fears. It has undoubtedly exaggerated 
it just as it exaggerates the enthusiasm of 
Canadian loyalty. The close connection be- 
tween Canada and the United States, and 
the commingling of the two peoples, have not 
been without the effect of democratizing 
them to some extent. The Canadians are 
sufficiently loyal, and the presence of a live 
Princess in their midst may strengthen the 
loyal sentiment, but it does not follow that 
they will draw any very sharp distinctions 
between the Marquis and the Princess on 
that account. There are other dangers more 
to be dreaded than this, which the Spectator 
does not overlook. [Etiquette will not be 
such a drawback to bis success as possible 
deficiencies in executite ability or errors of 
over-assum ption. a 

The Marquis of Lyne will follow one of 
the ablest and most byilliant Viceroys Can- 
ada has ever had. at the husband of the 
Princess Lovisz, th@ expectations of the 
Canadians will be correspondingly aroused. 
It is very doubifnl whether the Marquis of 
Lorne, however capabje he may be, will ex- 
ceed the ability of Lora Durreriy, but the 
Canadians may expect him to, and be greatly 
disappointed, There is still another danger 
even greater than this. In England the 
Marquis of Lorne hag been obliged to play 
a very small second fiddle ever since his 
marriage, and act the part of a dummy. 

In his new sphere of activity there is dan- 
ger he may be too active. He will no longer 
be content to sit still, put will be anxious to 
show, having the opportunity, that he is 
competent to be son-i,j-law to her Majesty 
aud husband of a Pyncess. As the latter 
will insist upon maintfining her Royal state, 
the former will make) corresponding efforts 
to maintain his office all its dignity. 

The Princess hving*s a small Queen, there 
is the danger that thg¥flarquis may want to 
live as a small King, .! that tho two may 
combine to give the:;Qanadians a persoual 
form of Government qe which they have not 
been accustomed, 4 against which they 
will kick vigorously, notwithstanding their 
enthusiastic loyalty, of which the English are 
so proud of talking. The one quality of 
which the Marquis will most stand in need is 
personal tact in adapting himself to circum- 
stances which will be new to him. If he 
has that, his administration not only may be 
very successful but also very brilliant. 


THE FICTITIOUS PEACE. 

The London Ines; im a recent article upon 
the work of the European Congress, con- 
gratulated itself and the English people that 
the ‘Treaty of Berlin would tide the Eastern 
question over into the mext century, conse- 
quently the present generation would not 
need to trouble itself about dangers that the 
coming generation would have to provide 
against. This sentiment was very generally 
shared by the English people, and it was 
under this illusion of peace that Lord Bea- 
CONSFIELD was showered with honors and 
made to sit at the right hand of majesty. 
Meanwhile, cooler men like Baianr and 
GLADSTONE were not disposed to accept the 
Treaty of Berlin and the secret Anglo-Turk- 
ish convention as infallible harbingers of 
peace, and prophesied disaster. GaRIAIDI 
in a recent letter aptly characterized the 
. treaty as “‘ a fictitious breath of peace blow- 
ing over Europe.” The dangers which these 
statesmen apprehended have come sooner 
than they anticipated, Already foreboding 
clouds begin to loom up on the horizon of 
Eastern Europe. It may be said that Eu- 
gland and Austria werd satisfied with the 
results of the Congress, but there was not 
another Power in Europe, perhaps, with the 
exception of Germany, who has no vital 


interest in the Eastern question, that was 


| enough to acknowledge that he is a thief and | not dissatisfied, and these dissatisfactions 


made themselves apparent the moment it 
was attempted to put the provisions of the 
treaty into practical operation. Instead of 
peaceful acquiescence in these provisions, all 
Eastern Europe is again in commotion, 
Austria, instead of making an easy Occcupa- 
tion of Bosnia, has been opposed by 
constantly increasing forces of insur- 
gents, in whose ranks Mussulmans 
and Christians fight side by side 
in an insurrection which has almost become 
a great war of races, the perfidious Porte 
meanwhile stirring up the people to fresh 
resistance. In this emergency, Austria is 
compelled to send reinforcements of men 
and material, and to encounter the bitter 
opposition of the Hungarians, who do not 
relish being slaughtered in order to secure a 
Sclavic preponderance in their Government. 
Greece has made her demand for the rectifi- 
cation of her frontier, according to the 
treaty, but it has been peremptorily re- 
fused. Montenegro seeks to occupy her new 
territory only to find it filled with bands of 
warlike Albanians and Turks, and Servia has 
a like experience in her new dominion of Old 
Servia. There is not one of the Danubian 
Powers that can occupy its new frontiers 
without war. In England the party organs 
are urging the Government to pro- 
test against Kussian outrages in Rou- 
melia, and to demand of her that no needless 
obstacles be thrown in the way of a settle- 
ment of the Eastern question, the Govern- 
ment all this time being on the ‘“ ragged 
edge” of apprehension as to the swift and 
sudden progress of the Russians towards 
India, which threatens to speedily absorb 
Afghanistan, a province already at enmity 
with England. To emphasize all these com- 
plications, now comes Turkey with the 
declaration that she has no money with 
which to organize a gendarmerie, employ 
Judges, pay officials, or carry out any 
of the reforms which are expected of 
her. This being translated, simply means 
that, being bankrupted, and whipped, 
and stripped, she proposes to wash her 
hands of any further responsibilities, and if 
by any such action she can help to stultify 
the Berlin Treaty, all the better. She cannot 
hope to better her condition in time of 
peace, while another war in which she was 
not a participant could hardly make it any 
worse. She is the shorn Samson who may 
yet pull down the pillars and spread ruin all 
about her. «Meanwhile, if Turkey cannot 
raise money te carry out those reforms upon 
which England relies so confidently to stop 
Russian aggrandizement, what will she do 
when Russia suddealy enforces the rights 
guaranteed’ to her by the Berlin Treaty, 
and demands an indemnity which 
she cannot pay, and what view will England 
then take of the possibility of Turkish re- 
forms? The indemnity will have to be paid 
to the uttermost farthing, for it is so nomi- 
nated in the bond, which no Power in Eu- 
rope dared, or at least cared, to disturb. To 
collect that indemnity means to extinguish 
Turkey as an independent Power, and to 
bring England and Russia face to face, with 
no barrier between them. The Treaty of 
Berlin already begins to look like a hollow 
truce, a fictitious breath of peace blowing 
over Europe.” It settled nothing. It only 
postponed a dangerous question which may 
come up again in any moment of dissatisfac- 
tion or upon very slight provocation. 


Another “goblin damned” has arisen to 
haunt the distempered imagination of Mr. 
Dana, of the New York Sun, although a paper 
that shines for ail should have light enough at 
its command to dispel all the darkoess from the 
land. Worse than the vellow fever, to the 
mind of the editor of the Sun, are the roots 
that thicken that there is a deliberate purpose 
to force war upon the neighboring and friendly 
Republic of Mexico in the interest ot 
a Fraudulent Administration, anxious to divert 
public attention from the crimes to which it 
owes Us existence.“ Now, if the Potter Com- 
mittee cannot get sufficient evidence in regard 
to the Louisiana imbroglio to warrant it in 
recommending the impeachment of HArxs, let 
it give some attention to the efforts of the Ad- 
ministration to plunge the nation into a war. 
And yet we have a faint recoilection of reading 
something in the Constitution of the United 
States that expressly designates what branch of 
the Government it is that is clothed with the 
power to declare war and make peace, and it is 
not the Executive that is authorized to ao 
either. Has Mr. Dana a copy of the Constitu- 


tion about the office ?

The laboring classes of no city of equal 
population in the world have as much money as 
in San Francisco. They have 67 millions of dollars 
according to the last official returns, made a few 
wecks since. Fora city of less than half the 
population of Chicago, 67 millions of deposits in 
savings-banks is indicative of anything but the 
poverty and misery the sand-lot hoodium asserts 
to exist. The workingmen of Chicago never had 
to exceed nine millions in the savings-banks. 
The ’Friscans have now more than seven times 
that sum, with half the popuiation, inclading 
the Chinese. 


The example set by Gen. GAREIELD’s district 
in renominating him for the ninth time to rep- 
resent it in Congress is a good one that all 
other constituencies will do well to imitate. It 
is not often that a district gets a first-class man 
to represent it, but when it does, as in this 
case, it is good policy not to let the miserable 
considerations of rotation or locality to enter 
into the determination of the case.

upon the person of Miss Mary 
Hiser, who died «in March last, seventy- 
two hours after the abortion is said to 
have been produced. Miss Hiser was the 


daughter of a Macon County farmer named 
John itiser. In the summer of 1877 and up to 
March, 1878, she had been kecping company 


with one Ed Noel, who was working on a 
furm adjoining her home. Noel lit out 
when the girl died, and has not since been beard 
of. He was also indicted, with Mrs. Henkle, 
for the murder of the girl. State’s-Attorney I. 
A. Buckingham and W. Corwin Johns appear 
for the State, and Crea & Ewing, the Hon. A. 
EB. Bunn, aud Messrs. Robey, Outten & Vall for 
the defendant. The case has heen on trial eight 
days, and is progressing Slowly, the counsel 
consuming the time arguing law-points. Dr. L. 
P. Griggs, & Chicago, once Mrs. Henkle’s as- 
Ssociate in the practice of medicine here, was 
summoned as an important witness, and was 
here atthe opening of the case. He skipped 
out, however, and is now in Laporte, Ind., out 
of the reach of an attachment. An omcer was 
sent lor him, but he positively refused to re- 
turn to the State unless his expenses were pro- 
vided for. The following, waich appeared in 
the Daily Republican of this city last evening, 
explains itself: 

State’s-Attorney Buckingham has received the 
following letterfrom Dr. Griggs, which he has 
given us permission to publish: 

„ LAronrx, Ind., Aug. 17, 1878.—J. A. Buck- 
n- Dan Sin: Mr. Block 1s here after me. 
and has just ascertained from the Circuit Judze 
that he has no legal richt to take me out of this 
State; but I will go voluntarily if 1 am paid $60 
for the trouble and loss from being away from my 
business so long last week.

Facts in the Case of the Milwaukee Lady— 
Several People in Iowa Discover the Un- 
discovered.

MILWAUKEE, Aug. 21.—The mystery attend- 
ing the death, last Monday night, of Mrs. Nel- 
son VanKirk, is fully solved. She was found 
dead in her bed yesterday morning with an 
empty chloroform bottle on the table, and she 
left two letters,—one addressed to Dr. Spear- 
man aud the other to her daughter Ada. In 
both letters she mentions her intention to com- 
mit suicide by the use of chloroform, and she 
Wanted the appearance to be that of an acci- 
dental overdose, or that it might pass as a case 
of heart-disease or paralysis. Her tragic act is 
attributed to abberration of mind, caused by the 
death of ason, aged 8 years, to whom she was 
very much attached. She committed suicide 
tue night of Aug. 20, which was the anniversary 
of the child’s death. 

Wrer Point, N. V., Aug. 21.—Cadet James 
Toad, Jr., of Indiana, Penn., in hospital since 
May 30, drowned himself in the Hudson last 
night. His clothes were found on the river- 
Dank, and letters expressing e dctermination to 
commit suicide.

Des Moines, Ia., Aug. 20.—The suicide mania 
has struck lowa sure. Two years ago, J. F.

He was living with Henry Menney, to 
whom he had rented his farm, and to whom he 
proposed last week to deed the farm if Menney 
would keep him during his lifetime; which pro- 
posal was not accepted.

A lew weeks ago, a farmer’s daughter, about 
16 years of age, named Meutal Welsh, went to 
Scranton, and took employment at the Ameri- 
ean House. The landiady noticed the girl was 
brooding over some sorrow, but could get noth- 
ing from her. Monday evening she brought the 
landiady an empty bottle which had contained 
earbolic acid, and went at once to ber room, 
without saying a word. She was soon in terri- 
ble agony and past medical aid, but refusea to 
give any reason for the deed. 

On Friday last. Ida J., wife of James M. Dale, 
living near Centreville, suicided with strychula. 
Soe had been married less than a year, was a 
robust woman, surrounded bya comfortable, 
happy bome, beloved in the family, of joyful 
disposition, and fond of ber husband, who, in 
turn, was much attached toher.

‘The re- 
port also said that there were 156 female prisoners 
in the Bridewell, and that the last annual ap- 
propriation for the maintenance of the House of 
Correction was $35, 000.

The unfortunates 
have committed no crime that they should remain 
in prison. A year ago, during the adjournment of 
the County Court, ail such cases were disposed of 
in the Criminal Court, and they could be now, if 
Judge RKuxers’ attention were called to the circum- 
atances by the proper authorities. 


The Committee on Public Service was 
esterday afternoon considering the bids opened 
fonday the Board for burying the county's 
paupers, and the presence of samples of coffins and 
the ready undertakers who made them gave the 
mecting a grave-yard appearance. The bids ranged 
from 80 cents to $3.50, and the contractor obll- 
gates himself to furnish coffins, dig the craves, and 
take the bodies about ten miles in the country for 
interment. For some inscrutable reason the Com- 
mittee could not agree as to whom to make the 
awards to, and about al) it did was to throw 
out the bids of certain persons who 
are not known as undertakers. There is 
more information to be derived from 
these bide than one would suppose at a glance. and 
the bidders have exposed themselves and their pur- 
poses. One of the bidders stated to the Committee 
in answer to questions that the cheapest coffin of- 
fered asa sample could not be bought at wholesale 
tor less than from $1 to $1.25, and, inasmach a- it 
was offered at 80 cents, and the highest-priced at 
$3.50, it is evident that the bids mean that the 
bidders do not contemplate furnishing coffins at all. 
vut their bids represent, rather, the value they 
severaily put upon the bodies“ of paupers 
as a commercial article. Not one of the bids 
is an honest one, and the bidder in making 
his figures counted upon how small or 
large a commission he could afford to 
charge for the sale of bodies, and evidently on 
nothing else. It is worth more to dig the grave 
and transport the body of the pauper to Jefferson 
than the highest bidder proposes to charge for 
handling the body. the coffln, and the entire 
funeral, yet the county has beretofore only vaid 
$1.40, and can now let the job for less thau half 
the money. If the County Board proposes to con- 
tinue the traffic in the dead bodies of the county's 
paupers, the sham expense of a coffin, at any price, 
should ve done away with. It would be better to 
deal with the Medical Colleges direct for the sale 
of the bodies than to continue the farce 
of paying some one 2 tax on them 
under the yuise of 4 contract 
to bury them. Under the statutes the colleges 
have a right to the bodies when there is ao friend 
to claim them, and it would seem ridiculous that a 
contract should be again let for the burial of all the 
bodies under the circumstances, when itis well 
known that four-fifths of whatis paid out under 
such a contract is thrown away—that the bodies 
are never buried, and that the undertaker is simply 
being paid for transporting the corpses to some 
medical college to be sold for his personal benefit. 
The Committee meets again to-day to consider the 
farcical bids, and whoever gets the contract should 
be so bound ap under bond that the further traffic 
in pauper bodies would be impossible, and that the 
county should pay him ouly tor such coffins as were 
actually furnished, and foreuch burials as were 
actually made.

SUYDAM. 

The case of Abraham Suydam, the real-estate 
shark, was set for a hearing before Justice Pollak 
yesterday afternoon, the charge against him being 
perjury, in that he swore Kittie Gidling, his female 
accomplice, was his wife.

THE TAXPAYERS. 
LOOKING AFTER THE BOARD OF EQUALIZATION. 

There was a meeting of the Taxpayers’ Associa- 
tion of Cook County yesterday afternoon, at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel. The attendance was not 
large, but a good deal of interest was manifested. 

Mr. Matthew Laflin was elected Chairman. 

Mr. George C. Harding said it was understood 
thatthe meeting had been called principally for 
the purpose of naming proper representatives be- 
fore the Board of Equalization. It was under- 
stood that the Board would raise the assessments 
as usual. Last year the raise was 35 per cent 
on town lots, 63 per cent on lands, and 
57 per cent on personal peoperty. It 
was on the theory that Chicago ought to pay one- 
fifth of the taxes of the State. That idea was a 
sort of inherited idea, and it was the duty of the 
Taxpayers’ Association to disabuse the Board of it. 
It was well known that there was a good deal of 
property that escaped taxation. For instance, the 
Palmer House had largely escaped. Gentlemen 
outside the city knew there was wrong-doing here, 
and they took advantage of it by putting up the 
taxes. The city had three valuable members on 
the board, Messrs. Root, Niehoff, and Chase, one 
of whom cspeciaily was adapted for the work. The 
Association should see that tne facts are laid de- 
fore. Mr. Chase and the other mem ers of the 
Board. The speaker was advised by 
Mr. Chase that the Association should 
make a statement to the Board. ei- 
ing the legal description of ali Chicago 
property, the price per acre, and the lois with the 
street front, the depth, the rental, the taxes of 

1578, and other facts. it was most essential that 
the Board should be met in the proper spirit on this 
subject. The Board should be informed of the 
great number of corporations in the city which 
had escaped taxation last year. The railroads had 
been assessed at no more than $16, 000. —the best 
of them, —and the poorest had gotten off as low as 
$5,000. The railroads were well represented be- 
fore the Board of Equalization, and that was all 
right: they worked for their own interest. The 
railroads of the State had escaped between $60, - 
000, 000 and $80, 000, 000 of assessment last year. 
The taxpayers of the city ought to be represented 
before the Board at Springfield, as well as the raal- 


roads. 

The Secretary stated that a committee had been 
appointed to lay the facts before the State Board.

Mr. William Daiton said that some years ago he 
was a member of the Board of Equalization, and at 
that time Chicago property stood a better show 
than at present. Ever since then the Board had 
been putting up the assessments. However, he 
had a hard time even then in preventing Chicago 
from being imposed upon. The member from 
Ualro one year moved in the Board to increase the 
assessment of Chicago property 200 per cent. The 
speaker Went to work and looked up the statistics 
of the Cairo district, and found that hogs in Cairo 
had been assessed at an average valuation of $2.50 
each, and in Chicago at $3 each. Mules in Chicago 
were put down at $33, andin Cairo at $32. The 
same principle extended through other property, and 
when he showed those facts to the Board the motion 
to increase Chicago assessments 200 per cent was 
lost. ‘Taking the outeide town property in Cook 
County, he found that the lots in little suburban 
towns had been assessed at a higher valuation than 
eligible property in Springfield. The only thing 
to de doae was to send proper representatives to 
the Board, and carry with them exact figures and 
statistics, so a8 to compare the assessments of 
Chicago property and property in other cities of 
the State, 

Mr. Adam Weckler said that the taxpayers had 
not only the Board of Equalization to fight, but 
also the Board of County Commissioners, who were 
wanting to raise more money by taxation for their 
own uses and for expenditure in public buildings. 

Mr. Luther Stone said that it was known, and 
hud been stated by Mr. Root before the Associa- 
tion, that Chicago property had been assessed at 
$30, 000, 000 aoove its vaiue. 

Mr. B. F. Adams said that he had a piece of 
property on Michigan avenue. between Lake and 
Water streets, S46x131 feet, a four-story building, 
which he rented this year for $2,000, but which 
before the fire he rented for $6,000. His taxes 
this year were $540. 14, repairs $63.75, and insur- 
ance 251, leaving him an income of $1,315.06. He 
also had another piece of property, 107x120 feet, 
which bad been occupied vy one firm fifteen years 
as a stone-yard. before tne fire he received a 
rental of $1,500; this year he only got 3400. The 
taxes this year were $241.03. He also had sixty 
or seventy lots on the North Side which were taxed 
this year 15 per cent of their entire value. 

Mr. Weckler said he had a piece of property on 
West Lake street next ta tue engine-house.

HOPWELL, ERICKSON & CO. 

Martin Erickson yesterday filed a bill against his

THE CITY NATIONAL. 
PROSPECTS OF THE CREDITORS. 

An inquiry having been made by a merchant at

The remainder of the 
assets is in real estate, which is slow and ditticult 
of sale, a large proportion being outside prop- 
erty. e City National Bank building, on Waeh- 
ington street, near the Union National Bank 
building, is the most valuable asset, of which 
the bank owned three-quarters, and bas 
purchased the other quarter from the heirs of Mr. 
Reed, the former President of the Bank, taking it 
in settlement for liability to the bank in paper and 
stock.

A WORINGMAN’S OPINION OF KEARNEY. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Caicaeo, Aug. 21.—As a workingman, one of 
the horny-handed, and deeply impressed with the 
sensible but speculative statement that the Devil 
is not as black as he is painted. I attended the 
mass-meeting in Market street on Tuesday even- 
ing to see and hear for my own satisfaction what 
the working classes in this country have to hope 
forfrom the championship of Dennis Kearney. I 
was prejudiced in his favor by the fact that he has 
been a sailor and a drayman, for I remember to 
have read that, when the labor riots occurred in 
England, some centuries ago, under the leadership 
of Jack Cade, there was an apt quotation from 
some nameless poet, indicative of the antiquity of 
toil, which was in great favor among our Angie- 
Saxon ancestors: ‘‘When Adam delved and Eve 
span, where was then the gentleman?” 

Wat Tyler also was a smith, and the world has 
gained more from the handicraftemen of our 
century than from all the nobles that have trampled 
on humanity, and insulted its claims to respect and 
sympathy, since the days of the Crusades. So you 
see I had no prejudices that were detrimental to 
Dennis Kearney, and there was somehow an im- 
pression inthe depths of my mind—if it has any 
depth at all—that D. K. had received less than fair 
play at the hands of the press. I was resolved to 
see and hear for myself. and sit or stand in juadg- 
ment upon what the French used to call the fourth 


estate. Truly a Daniel had come to judgment. 
Lou are already too late to get near the ros- 
trum, said some of my friends when at 7 o'clock 
I announced mv intention to attend Kearuey's 
meeting; the street and all the approaches are 
crowded before tuts.

After waiting some few minutes, surprised 
by each apathy on the part of the cham- 
pioned workmen of Chicago,I looked further up 
Market street, beyona Washington, and discov- 
ered about half a dozen dry- cases in the 
middle of the road, and a group of about twice that 
number of peovie.—just such @ crowd as a vender

many tongues. Every age looks for a Messiah, 
and our ers ie no exception to the rule. Naturally 
those who had never seen Dennis Kearney, and 
could not tell how much he had been magnified, 
had no feeting im hie disfavor because his avocation 
as a drayman had brought him near to the manger. 

Tue delays iuncidental to the slow coming of the 
crowd, to the lighting and fixing of coal-o1l lamps, 
to the election of a President and Secretary, and 
to the singing of pieces by a 
packing-case rostrum, were very trying to the 
patience of many besides the writer; bat one 
man resolutely encored the singers every time, 
saying with mach signiticance, **I heard Kearney 
talk to the shoemakers this afternoon.” That 
mint have been a revelation, but the person in 
need of a revelation is seidom in the mood of 
mind to receive the word in the spirit in which it 1s 
vouchsafed. I still hungered and thirsted after 
Kearney, and was impatient of delay. 

The meeting came to order at last, official routine 
was exhausted, and Me. Kearney was invited to 
come upon the stand. Instead of the orator 
with eye ke Jove to threaten and command.“ 
for whom we had been waiting, there came ao im- 
pertinent nobody. ——1 hie way to the front, 
and pulled ap by officious people on the packing - 
cases as though drawing a cork from a bottic, that 
there wight be no impediment in the way of the 
fluent greatness for which the whole world 
was on tiploe. When the cork had been 
drawn, and was left standing there by the 
side of the Chairman, dullness fell upon the meet- 
ing, for it seemed there was nothing cise in the 
vessel. ‘That cork was Kearney, and before many 
seconds had passed the disappointing fact was com- 
miuoicated to the meeting. have heard of Dead 
Sea apvies, pleasant to the eye but ashes and bit- 
terness within; they are not typical of Kearney, 
for he is not pleasant to look upon. The ashes and 
bitterness were there, however, in anno pro- 
fusion. He spoke, and it seemed as though a gall 
had burst. He was thirety, and it could de de 
lieved, for it made men dry only to lösten tothe 
desiccated and verbose haranyue. ‘* Ten months 
ago he could not speak ten words; and only to 
listen tu him now filled one with the idea that his 
associates must have been supremely happy in the 
silence of that speechless time. Just as it is when 
one has endured that hell of a’ diseases tooth- 
ache, the absence of the disturbing molar suggests 
the millennium. Bat unless you have bad the 
toothache yuu never can imagine the joy of deli“ 
erance. So when Kearnev was silent his friends 
never knew their own happiness. They have heard 
him for ten months, and they gladly advance the 
stamps, poor as the times are in Califor- 
nia, to send him to the Eastern 
States to inflict himeelf upon Massachusetts. 
It was wrong, verbaps, but ten months of Kearney 
would justify almost any measures in self-defense. 
Pool your issues’ repeated with parrot-like per- 
sistency, interspersed with dull stories that illus- 
trated nothing, made up the sum and substance of 
Mr. Kearney’s talk, if we except the offensive 
egotism with which he prescrioed the measures 
necessary to place a Kearney on a dry-goods case 
at every corner in every town, until the end of his 
abusive diatribe was almost reached; then be came 
out in a new character, assailing the womanhoud 
of California with the ineinustion that Chinese la- 
bor on the Pacific Slope is favored and upheld by 
the fair sex in San Francisco, because the ladies of 
the Golden City are less womanly, less observant 
of the moral law, than their sisters in other 
States. Shame upon Mr. Kearney! Shame upon 
the men who could listen to such foul charges 
without tingiing ears. The abuse that falls upon 
capitalists, upon the press, upon employers of 
labor, upon education and learning, are all trivial 
absurdities, but that ioul assauit upon woman- 
nood is a fault that can never be sufficiently 
atoned. I was not alone in the conciusion to 
which surrounding facis compelled my judyment, 
that there is no hope for workingmen to be found 
in the championship of such an impudent tyke as 
Dennis Kearney.

HOME FOR DESTITUTE CHILDREN.

Carcaco, Aug. 21.— For some time past there 
has been a good deal said in your paper about the 
destitute girls of the State. Yesterday's issue 
mentioned the letter to Dr. Spray asking what shall 
be done with them, ete., etc. I] want to call the 
attention of Dr. Spray and others interested to the 
fact that there ia already established in this State a 
magnificent home for dependent chiidren, and tuat 
the Stute appropriates annually $40,000 for its 
support. It ts located at Bloomington, and called 
The Soldiers’ Orphan Home. Originally—as its 
pame tndicates—it was designed exciusively for the 
children of deceased soldiers, and — ¢ home 
and education until 14 years of age. It has done a 
noble work, and is still doing 80. for 
there are to-day 300 or more children 
there. Bat we all know tois original design 
is about, or will be soon, fulfilled, and it can be 
enlarged and improved upon enougn so as to take 
in all the destitate children of the State. This isa 
aweeping assertion, but I know Jjhere are many 
acres of ground vow under,cultivatfon, and spacivus 
buildings, and ample room for as many more as 
would be necessary. Would it not be a wise econ- 
omy to turn this into a State industrial echoo! for 
all our panper- children? Under its present system 
the children are given the foundation of « common 
education,—no trades,—consequentiy when they 
leave the school they are still dependent. moat of 
them, and doubtless many of the boys become the 
trampe of the State. I should sav a school similar 
to the State Public School for dependent children 
at Coldwater, Mich., only more industrial in char- 
acter, would be the best plan. Here there is one 
larve centre building, for echool and work de- 
partments, and many cottages built around, 
—-A mother or matron in each, —as 
nomes for the children. This noble charity the 
firet of the kind in our country, is attracting atten- 
tion not only here, but in Europe. Would it not 
be well for the efficient Board that now mavages 
the beautiful Home at Bloomington. and some of 
our State Legislators, to visit the Coldwater Insti- 
tution before the next session of our Legislature!
